AUTHORS'  PREFACE 


This  bibliography  is  an  expansion  and  reorganization  of  the  preliminary  Bib- 
liography on  Planning  issued  by  the  California  Council  of  Civil  Engineers  and  Land 
Surveyors  in  January,  1956.  Whereas  the  original  publication  was  a  hurried  attempt 
to  put  before  the  engineers  and  surveyors  of  California  a  summary  of  the  available 
literature  on  city  planning,  the  revised  bibliography  endeavors  to  present  a  more 
complete  list  of  books  and  articles,  and  to  organize  and  cross-reference  them  so  as  to 
simplify  the  problem  of  finding  material  on  a  given  subject. 

As  in  the  preliminary  report,  this  bibliography  goes  beyond  a  simple  list  of 
books  on  subdivision  design  in  the  hope  of  giving  help  wherever  likely  to  be  needed 
in  the  planning  field.  While  the  average  practicing  engineer  or  surveyor  may  need 
only  a  handful  of  books  on  city  planning  and  subdivision  design  in  his  reference 
library,  the  200  member-firms  of  the  California  Council  are  responsible  for  solving 
a  great  variety  of  problems  and  need  to  know  where  to  find  diverse  answers.  In  addi- 
tion to  their  professional  activities,  many  engineers  and  surveyors  serve  as  city  council- 
men,  county  supervisors  or  planning  commissioners,  and  their  civic  activities  cover 
every  sort  of  board,  agency  or  association  connected  with  city  planning.  Efforts  have 
been  made  to  give  general  coverage  of  the  subject  in  the  hope  of  helping  not  only 
Council  members  but  other  Californians  with  planning  interests. 

We  hope  that  this  bibliography,  with  its  local  as  well  as  general  references  and 
its  listing  of  certain  key  California  libraries  where  reference  volumes  may  be  found, 
will  prove  of  value  and  contribute  to  a  deeper  understanding  of  city  planning  and 
civic  development.

SPONSOR'S  PREFACE 


In  1955  Mr.  George  C.  Bestor  was  chairman  of  a  Committee  on  City  Engin- 
eering and  Land  Planning  for  the  California  Council  of  Civil  Engineers  and  Land 
Surveyors.  Because  every  member  of  the  Council  practices  in  some  fields  of  municipal 
development  and  improvement,  Mr.  Bestor  decided  to  prepare  for  the  membership 
a  reading  guide  on  that  subject  of  the  material  contained  in  California  libraries.  His 
"Bibliography"  and  "Suggested  Reading  List"  came  out  in  mimeograph  form  in 
January,  1956. 

During  1956  and  the  first  six  months  of  1957  Mr.  Holway  R.  Jones  edited  and 
expanded  the  "Bibliography"  to  the  form  in  which  it  is  here  presented.  The  book  is 
now  a  carefully  selected  catalogue  (with  comments)  of  materials  currently  in  four 
California  libraries  on  land  planning  and  related  subjects. 

The  California  Council  of  Civil  Engineers  and  Land  Surveyors,  organized  in 
January  1953  by  delegates  from  San  Diego,  Los  Angeles,  San  Francisco  and  Sacra- 
mento, is  now  composed  of  eleven  associations  of  civil  engineers  and  land  surveyors 
in  private  practice:

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HOW  TO  USE  THIS  BIBLIOGRAPHY 


The  bibliography  consists  of  twenty  sections,  lettered  from  A  to  T,  plus  one  additional  section,  Z,  on 
general  bibliographies  for  further  reading.  Within  each  section  all  items  are  arranged  alphabetically  by  author, 
except  for  a  few  books  received  too  late  for  inclusion  in  their  proper  place;  these  are  appended  to  the  end  of 
their  respective  sections,  out  of  alphabetical  order. 

Entries  are  complete  as  possible  and  usually  appear  in  this  order:  title  (in  upper  case),  author,  publisher, 
date,  pages,  series  note,  and  price  (if  known).  Addresses,  in  most  case,  have  not  been  included  with  the  pub- 
lisher's name,  but  may  be  found  in  Section  VIII. 

Library  abbreviations  are  used  after  the  annotations  to  indicate  that  the  book  is  available  at  the  library 
named.  For  this  purpose  only  the  Berkeley  campus  of  the  University  of  California,  the  public  libraries  of  Los 
Angeles  and  San  Francisco,  and  the  California  State  Library  in  Sacramento  were  checked.  Absence  of  a  symbol 
for  one  of  these  institutions  means  that  the  book  was  not  available  at  that  library  as  of  April,  May,  or  June,  1957. 
(See  list  at  end  of  this  section) . 

One  additional  symbol  is  used  throughout  the  bibliography:  *  To  denote  an  especially  important 
reference. 

Separate  author  and  subject  indexes  have  been  provided  as  conveniences  to  the  user;  to  supplement 
these  cross  references  have  been  spotted  at  the  end  of  most  sections.  In  addition  to  the  general  bibliographies  in 
Section  Z,  sources  on  special  subjects  are  given  at  the  end  of  some  sections  with  the  letter  designation  of  that 
section  plus  a  small  "b"  for  bibliography.  Finally,  as  a  guide  to  recent  periodical  literature  and  helpful  organi- 
zations, Section  VII  gives  a  brief  description  of  selected  organizations,  their  addresses,  membership  requirements, 
and  publications.  This  section  also  lists  indexes,  abstracts  and  journals  of  interest  to  city  planners  and  engineers. 

Section  VI  is  a  suggested  reading  list  for  purchase  by  civil  engineers  and  land  surveyors  as  handy  ref- 
erences on  city  planning.  Section  and  number  references  to  the  annotations  in  this  bibliography  are  included 
after  the  price.

A  BASIC  LIBRARY  FOR  CIVIL  ENGINEERS 


Fourteen  publications  are  here  listed  as  basic  for  the  office  or  home  libraries  of  civil  engineers  who  are 
engaged  in  land  planning.  Seven  of  these  are  handbooks  which  deal  primarily  with  residential  subdivision  de- 
sign, site  planning,  streets,  utilities,  and  community  facilities.  Two  are  basic  texts  for  city  planners :  Chapin's  new 
work  is  the  most  important  volume  on  urban  land  use  planning  to  appear  and  undoubtedly  will  have  a  consider- 
able impact  upon  the  profession.  Local  Planning  Administration  continues  to  be  useful  on  the  techniques  and 
methods  used  by  the  city  planner.  Another  basic  work,  the  Lewis  contribution,  is  included  here  because  it  is.  an 
engineer's  view  of  city  planning  and  while  his  book  tends  to  emphasize  the  broad  aspects  of  city  planning — thus 
touching  upon  many  topics  relevant  to  land  uses  other  than  residential — the  subdivision  designer  cannot  ignore 
the  broader  problems  of  the  city  any  more  than  a  designer  of  a  bolt  can  ignore  the  purpose  and  function  of  a 
machine  on  which  his  bolt  is  to  pertorm.  Finally,  a  new  book  on  the  relationship  between  real  estate  and  city 
planning  is  included  as  one  approach  to  this  important  subject. 

The  remaining  selections  are  popularized,  short  accounts  of  city  planning,  the  type  of  material  which 
will  serve  as  a  quick  introduction  to  the  held  of  city  planning  for  engineers  and  their  clients.  For  California 
readers  Planning  for  Growth  is  an  exceptionally  good  statement  of  the  nature,  function  and  process  of  city 
planning. 

Some  engineers  may  want  to  substitute  other  publications  from  the  main  bibliography  for  their  basic 
library.  Perhaps  the  Breese  (A-8),  Caplow  (A-ll)  or  Marx  (A-19)  volumes  give  a  more  varied  and  interesting 
cross-section  of  what  city  planning  is  and  what  it  is  accomplishing  than  the  publications  selected  here.  In  any 
case,  it  is  essential  that  the  civil  engineer  be  acquainted  with  some  of  these  materials ;  of  course,  the  engineer  "in 
the  know"  is  going  to  make  certain  that  he  not  only  is  acquainted  but  that  he  has  a  few  ready  references  near 
his  desk.  The  basic  list,  en  toto,  comes  to  about  the  cost  of  a  large  roll  of  tracing  cloth — not  an  excessive  expense 
for  a  professional  office.

A  valuable 
book  with  emphasis  on  the  application  of  theories  and  concepts.

New  concepts  of  floor-plan  layout  and  neighborhood  block  patterns  will,  in  the  authors'  opinion, 
give  new  knowledge  and  incentives  "for  private  developers  to  produce  a  new  environment  for  family 
living  which  will  be  an  important  social  advance  and  will  prove  thereby  to  be  a  sounder  investment 
for  builder,  lender,  and  owner."  Reference  is  to  row  house  developments  for  the  Eastwick  area  of 
Philadelphia,  but  the  ideas  are  applicable  in  other  metropolitan  centers  of  limited  land  area.

A  small  book  that  packs  a  punch,  the  authors  here  dissect  "all  known  techniques  of  community 
appearance  regulation,"  find  that  such  controls  have  been  "effective  only  as  preventatives  of  the 
worst  excesses  of  visual  disorder,"  and,  in  a  positive  voice,  suggest  the  "preparation  and  official  adop- 
tion of  a  'community  design  plan'  as  a  new  road  toward  the  creation  of  visual  beauty  in  urban  areas."
